A Peculiar Acciden t 
Dr. Fain e wa« drivin g east on Everett 
street 
last 
n ight about n in e o'clock 
when 
he 
met 
with a stran ge 
accl- 
len t 
As he approached the crossin g of 
Crawford 
aven ue the doctor n oticed a 
boy pullin g a sled up the steep hill n ear 
the An drus place, where 
there 
was 
quite a crowd of 
coasters collected! 
lust as the doctor had driven over the 
crossin g his horse shied an d he felt a 
shock, such as might be caused by a 
collision of some heavy body with bis 
carriage. 
Almost in stan tly the buggy 
was tipped over, the top broken off, an d 
the driver, his satchel, robes, etc., were 
spilled out upon the street. 
The doctor, 
who was fortun ately n ot In jured in the 
lesst, was up in a momen t an d saw his 
horse run n in g up the bill on Crawford 
aven ue 
The an imal could easily have 
been apprehen ded by those stan din g at 
the top of the coastin g place, hut they 
made n o efforts to stop the horse, who 
then ran westward an d was n ext seen at 
tiie corn er <»f Galen a aven ue an d Everett 
street, where it was caught by Adam 
Hcheer, The buggy was turn ed upside down 
an d had probably been dragged in this 
poi tion for some distan ce. 
What caused 
the acciden t is a mystery. 
Doctor Pain e 
when he arose from the groun d could fin d 
n o obstruction in the street; the presump­ 
tion must then be tkat a sled coin in g 
down the An drus» Hill collided with the 
rear wheel of the carriage an d threw It 
over. 
Several broken spokes on the hin d 
wheel in dicate th s state of affairs 
After 
the casualty n o sled was visible below 
the crossin g, but children , who perhaps 
had thrown the sled over a fen ce, were 
Seen by the electric light. The buggy wa* 
con siderably damaged, an d the horse was 
slightly bruised an d cut, but the doctor 
miraculously escaped sn y in jury.
